The Road Mass Meeting at Be nton. 


The ma*s meeting called by the County Court to hear expreaaion aa to 
ways and means to complete the roada under the recent bond issue wan at* 
t•'nd«'d by representatives from every »action of Scott County. 
The Circuit 
Court room was well tilled and after Attorney Finch, on behalf of the Court, 
had explained the object of the meeting, the conditions that had confronted 
the country aa to tabor and m aterials, and that the bond issue was being 
jealously guard ad by the Court and not dissipated 
a., some would have it, 
Judge Harrison asked for expressions from those present as the best way to 
proceed or what was their wish in the premises. 
Everyone who gave utter* 
artce to his v tews, except one, thought it best to proceed as the Court 
was 
now doing, and believed with the coming of late summer other roads not now 
under contract, would be undertaken by the communities to be benefit ted and 
pushed to completion. 
M. F. Murray, State Highway Engineer for the 6th District of Missouri, 
presented a financial report o f expenditure to date from the bond issue, wbcih 
report is printed below. 
The charges have been made from time to time that 
lM«nd fund was being eaten up by salaries for engineering purposes. 
Mr. Mur* 
ray stated that nearly every mile of the projected bonded roads had been 
lurveyc dand platted and the expens iri the future for such work would be 
very light. 
He stated that when the bonded roads were completed the total 
engineer's costs would amount to about 3% per cent of tbe total am ount, 
v huh was considered very reasonable. 
Judge H arrison also stated that tbe road fund was intact and would re ­ 
main so. as it was not intended by the Court to expend one cent of the money 
except on actual contracts. The Court thought it inadvisable to advertise for 
the building of roads at this time, but would be glad to put any section of 
road on the m arket if the community asked for a chance to build the road. 
Judge Casimer Welch of Kansas City, who is now the contractor for al! 
mileage contra« ted to the Madden Co. stated the conditions under which they 
were laboring, and stated he would build the roads as contracted for, but at a 
great loss. 
Mr. Welch also stated that what he needed igostiy at this time 
was good weather, feed for his teams and the support of the public in an en­ 
couraging way. 
The Court tho't th at it would be best to dispose of part of the equipment 
purchased at the start, as much criticism had been made of this purchase, 
though they would retain the steam shovel to use in the gravel pit> later to 
excavate gravel for the upkeep of the roads. 
J. H. Galeener, A. J. Matthews, Father Moenig arul Dr. H utton, 
made 
t .Iks upholding the Court in the policy being pursued, while C. F. M< Mullin 
was in favor o f wiping out the entire road proposition as laid out, if there 
was any way to do it, and put the money in a f* w of the trunk line roads 
and build them to last. 
The < ourt, no doubt, felt greatly encouraged by the sym pathetic feeling 
of the ma s m eeting and will await developments as to future road building.

The Road Mass Meeting at Benton. 


The m ass m eeting called by the County C ourt to hear expression as to 
w ays and m eans to com plete the roads under the recent bond issue was a t­ 
tended by representatives from every section of Scott County. 
The C ircuit 
C ourt room was well filled and a fte r A ttorney Finch, on behalf of the C ourt, 
had explained the object of the m eeting, the conditions th at had confronted 
the country as to labor and m aterials, and th a t the bond issue was being 
jealously guarded by the C ourt and not dissipated 
a^ some would have it, 
Jud g e H arrison asked fo r expressions from those present as the best way to 
proceed or w hat was th eir wish in the prem ises. 
Everyone who gave u tte r­ 
ance to his views, except one, thought it best to proceed as the C ourt 
was 
now doing, and believ«^d with the com ing of late sum m er other roads not now 
under contract, would be undertaken by the com m unities to be benefitted and 
pushed to com pletion. 
M. S. M urray, S tate H ighw ay E ngineer for the 6th D istrict of M issouri, 
presented a financial rep o rt of expenditure to date from the bond issue, whc-ih 
report is printed below. 
The charges have been m ade from tim e to tim e th a t 
bond fund was being eaten up by salaries for engineering purposes. 
Mr. M ur­ 
ray stated th a t nearly every mile of the projected bonded roads had been 
m rveye dand platted and the expens in the fu tu re for such work would be 
very light. 
He stated th a t when the bonded roads were com pleted the total 
engineer’s costs would am ount to about 344 per cent of tbe total am ount, 
which was considered very reasonable. 
Judge H arrison also stated th a t the road fund was intact and would re ­ 
m ain so, as it was not intended by the C ourt to expend one cent of the money 
except on actual contracts. The C ourt thought it inadvisable to advertise for 
the building of roads a t this tim e, but would be glad to put any section of 
road on the m arket if the com m unity asked for a chance to build the road. 
Judge C asim er W elch of K ansas City, who is now the contractor for all 
m ileage contracted to the Madden Co. statcni the conditions under which they 
v.ere laboring, and stated he would build the roads as contracted for, but at a 
g reat loss. 
Mr. W elch also slated th a t w hat he needed mostly at this tim e 
was good w eather, feed for his team s ami the support of the public in an en­ 
couraging way. 
The C ourt th o ’t th a t it would be best to dispose of part of the equipm ent 
purchased at the sta rt, as much criticism had been made of this purchase, 
though they would retain the steam shovel to use in the gravel pits laier to 
excavate gravel for the upkeep of the roads. 
J . H. G aleener, A. J. M atthew s, F ath e r M oenig ami Dr. H utton, 
made 
talks upholding the Court in the policy being pursued, while C. F. McMullin 
w as in favor of w iping out the entire road proposition as laid out, if ther« 
was any way to do it, and put the money in a few of the tru n k line r«»ads 
and build them to last. 
The C ourt, no doubt, felt g reatly encouraged by the sym pathetic feeling 
of the m ass m eeting and will aw ait developm ents as to fu tu re roa«l building.

May Be Set Out as Early in 
Spring as the Land Can 
Be Prepared. 


6IVE SHALLOW CULTIVATION 


When Tops Begin to Die and Bulbe 
Are Full Grown Onions Should

For very early bunch onions It Is 
the common practice to plant sets In 
drills 12 to 14 Inches upart nnd 2 to 
8 Inches apart In the row, 
The sets 
may be put out as early in the spring 
as the laud can be prepared. 
For dry onions, sow the seed thickly 
In drills about 12 to 14 laches apart in 
the spriug, as soon as danger from 
hard frosts Is over. 
For early bulbs 
the seed may be planted In a hotbed 
or eoldfraine and the young plants 
transplanted to the open when condi­ 
tions are favorable, 
l’lauts 4 or r> 
inches high are of good size for trans­ 
planting. 
Onions 
require frequeut, .shallow 
cultivation, and It niny !»*• necessary 
to resort to hund weeding. When the 
tops begin to die and the bulbs are 
full grown, the onions should be pulled 
aud left In the field for a few days 
to dry. 
Then the tops should

Early Green Onions. 
Early green onions may also be pro­ 
duced from the m ultiplier or potato 
varieties plunted In the autumn.

Soil and Require Little Attention
